Legislative Notebook 


Once upon a time (about a year and a 
halt ago) in an eastern state (which 
though nameless is not mythical) a law 
was passed to increase motorcycle safe- 
ty. The prime feature of this law was; of 
course, the mandatory wearing of hel- 
mets by rider and passenger. Standards 
for helmets were to be set later, 

Standards presumably have not yet 
been set or they are even more incredi- 
ble than in another eastern state where 
over 150 models have been approved, 
One sees all manner of helmets, even 
football helmets, war helmets and toy 
helmets, I saw one rider in a ““tupper- 





ware" mixing bowl. But if your head is 
bare you are liable to a fine, 

Most of the riders in this state are 
very young. There is a peculiar quirk to 
the license law, To haye a license you 
must be 16, To ride a “big bike’’ (over 
5.5 bhp) you're supposed to have a li- 
cense, To ride a “little bike”” youcan be 
any age, any skill and ride anywhere, 

Many of the young riders (and their 
parents) think the helmet law is a good 
idea, Riding 2, 3 and sometimes even 4 
on a Honda 90 they feel safer in their 
helmets. 

It doesn’t do much good to tell them 
that the helmets they have on their heads 
won’t help much because they’re not up 
to any sort of standard, Basically they 
know this, but the idea begins to seep in: 
“Helmets mean safety, any kind of 
helmet means safety,’’ 

Nor is it very useful to tell a mer- 
chant selling a ten dollar, imported 
“safety helmet” (that ignores every rule 
of good helmet design) that there is not 
only no “‘safety” in that lid but possibly 
quite a bit of danger. It satisfies the law, 
That’s what the people buy.,.the cheap- 
est helmet that satisfies the law, 

This law also requires crashbars on 
every motorcycle. It has been a neat job 
to fit crashbars on some bikes but some- 
one has managed and they all have them, 
Any NEW rider can tell you they are 
safer, The state says they are safer and 
he feels safer because they are there, 
Besides, when he dumps the bike the 
crashbars protect the paint. 

The law was authored and pushed 
through passage by a medical doctor- 

tor who is so terrified of motor- 
cycles that he is afraid to pack across a 
park, It was passed almost unanimously 
by legislators who, for the most part, 
have never ridden a motorcycle, 

But the state KNOWS...by virtue of 
being the state. And the state's errors 
become the standard of operation, Soon 
everyone Knows what the state Knows, 
The lessons learned from experience 
and common sense gradually become 
false as what the state KNOWS becomes 
true, 

And the kids and their parents think 
the law is a good law becauseitis there, 
As one of them put it, ** There haye been 
four kids killed around here in the last 
year. All of them were wearing helmets, 
If it hadn't been for the helmets if might 
have been worse,’’

EE EIT 
COMPULSORY HELMET LAWS 


TO BE TESTED AGAIN BY AMA 


WORTHINGTON, Ohio, Sept. 9 — The 
American Motorcycle Association an- 
nounced today that it will again file suit 
in the State of Michigan against manda- 
tory motorcycle helmet laws, 

The new suit is aimed at a recently- 
passed Michigan statute requiring mo- 
torcycles to carry helmets for the oper- 
ator and each passenger. 

William T, Berry, Jr., executive di- 
rector of the A.M.A, said the Associa- 
tion's Executive Committee plans to take 
this action against the State of Michigan 
early next month as part of a continuing 
effort to carry the controversial issue to 
the U.S, Supreme Court for a favorable 
decision, 

Last May, in response to an A.M,A, 
action, the Michigan State Court of Ap- 
peals found unconstitutional a 1966 state 
law requiring motorcyclists to wear 
helmets, The court could see no direct 
relationship between wearing helmets 
and public health, safety and welfare, It 
said the law “has a relationship to the 
protection of the individual motorcyclist 
from himself, but not to the public 
health, safety and welfare. 

The new law attempts to make the 
helmet part of the vehicle, and the A.M A. 
will claim that the intent of the law is to 


make the helmet a compulsory item of 
wearing apparel, 

The motorcycle association contends 
that the law is, in effect, an attempt by 
the state to circumvent the earlier, 
unanimous decision of the Michigan State 
Court of Appeals which ruled compul- 
sory helmet laws unconstitutional be- 
cause of their basic infringement on the 
“due process ... equal protection .,, and 
right of privacy provisions of the Ninth 
and Fourteenth Amendments of the Con- 
stitution of the United States.'" 

Mr. Berry said the A,M.A.'s objec- 
tion to such laws is based on the belief 
that an individual has a constitutional 
right to wear — or not wear — protective 
equipment, «““The American Motorcycle 
Association has pioneered the promotion 
ot motorcycle safety in the United 
States,” he added, “and we will continue 
to lead the way by initiating and support- 
ing relevant traffic safety programs,” 
The A.M.A. has assisted similar efforts 
in other states. 

It is expected that the suit will be filed 
by the A.M.A, and Harold D, Farnam, a

OBJECT TO STATE 
CYCLE LAWS

Objections against provisions of Ari- 
zona Senate Bill No, 11 is mounting in 
spite of the fact that is now a law and 
will take effect January 1 next year. 

The objections are in the form of cir- 
culars being distributed around asking 
for signatures against the law as wellas 
columns and write-ups in different publi- 
cations in the state. 

One circular found in practically all 
the cycle shops in Phoenix says in part 
that the law requiring ““safety approved”” 
crash helmet for driver and passengers 
and a 15-inch handlebar height is ‘a 
direct violation of freedom of choice.’’ 

«Today they force you to wear а hel- 
met; tomorrow, they may force you to 
give up riding altogether, Are you going 
to stand for that? Next thing you know, 
they will force all occupants of sport 
cars, convertibles and ’soft top’ autos to 
wear crash helmets”, the circular said. 

The circular is tacked on the walls of 
cycle shops and beside it is a petition 
with several spaces for signatures, It is 
claimed that hundreds have already 
signed petitions and the proponents are 
optimistic they may yet stop operation 
of the law.

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Meet the 
cyclist: 
motorcycling’s 
goodwill 
ambassador 


By Thomas D, Austin 


John Wiley extends his interest in 
motorcycling far beyond the job of being 
manager and part owner of a large 
Honda-Yamaha-Triumph dealership in 
Ventura, California, He is active inpro- 
moting motorcycle safety campaigns, 
clubs and races. 

Wiley first became interested in mo- 
torcycling when he was looking for a job 
after receiving his discharge from the 
service. He was a mechanic by trade, 
but modestly says he ‘‘didn’t know the 
first thing about working on motor- 
cycles." With or without specific know- 
ledge, he landed a job with the Honda 
shop in Oxnard, California. ‘‘I started 
out uncrating and putting together the 
new bikes as they arrived in the shop," 
says Wiley. 

That job began an interest in motor- 
cycling that led him to become part 
owner and working manager when the 
Ventura shop was opened. ‘‘By the time 
the market in the county was big enough," 
he says, “Pd found out that I enjoyed 
working around bikes. When the chance 
was offered to invest in this shop, I 
didn’t think twice — I just scraped the 
money together and plunged in, At first, 
we had strictly Honda, We started out in 
a vacant service station, andas business 
grew, we added more makes of motor- 
cycles and moved to our present loca- 
tion." 

When his interest in motorcycling took 
root, John not only made it his job — he 
made it his hobby as well. He began rac- 
ing and entering endurance trials, ‘‘I did 
pretty well for a while,” he says, “but 
now the only thing I enter isanoccasion- 
al endurance trial," 

Although not personally as active as 
before in racing, Wiley maintainsa live- 
ly interest in the sport. In connection 
with. other. Ventura county dealers, he 
helped to sponsor a race at the county 
fairground, His enthusiasm for racing is 
so catching, many of his employees regu- 
larly race at Ascot Park, ‘‘Most of the 
guys that work here started racing pro- 
fessionally because they gotinterested in 
the sport from working around bikes and 
hearing others talk about the races," 
says Mr, Wiley. **One of the employees, 
Alex Chrzanowski, regularly enters 
Amateur class events at Ascot, anddoes 
well in both flattrack and TT events’ 

Wiley is modest about his part in the 
racing ambitions of his employees. The 
fact is that his instruction and interest 
has been instrumental in getting most of 
them started, When Alex Chrzanowski 
first came to work at Mr. Wiley's shop, 
he had à small bike and a natural flair 
for riding. Mr. Wiley encouraged that 
flair, taught Chrzanowski a few tricks, 
and soon found the young man excelling 
in every phase of riding, ‘‘It didn’t take 
Alex long to outstrip me right down the 
line," grins Mr. Wiley. “You might say 
that’s one of the major reasons I quit 
racing.’’ 

Because every employee at the Ventura 
shop is a racer or an avidfan, Wiley has 
found that his shop has become more than 
just a dealership — it is the mecca for 
Ventura’s motorcyclists, They drop by to 
ask questions about how to fix something 
on their bikes, or to check with one of 
the regular racers for tips about how to 
perform a particularly difficult feat. 

“We domt mind,” he says, “In fact, 
we enjoy it, We try to answer all ques- 
tions and give help where we can." In 
addition to being a center for the younger 
crowd who are interested in racing, 
Honda Ventura also conducts a public 
education program on Motorcycle Safety. 

Employees of Honda Ventura show 
films put out by motorcycle manufactur- 
ers, explaining safety pointers, ‘‘Most 
of the call for the service,’’ says Wiley, 
‘is from schools. We feel that motor- 
cycling has gotten a bad name because 
of lack of favorable publicity. You hardly 
ever read about trail bikes, races, or 
other interesting andexciting things done 
by bike owners, All you ever see in the 


Another facet of Mr. Wiley's work to- 
ward gaining popular acceptance for 
motorcycling as the safe and interesting 
sport it can be, is his effort, in conjunc- 
tion with personnel at the Honda Shop in 
Oxnard, toward forming a family style 
motorcycle club. 

Wiley is enthusiastic about the possi- 
bilities of this new idea. ‘‘The younger 
crowd that enjoys racing would be inter- 
ested in motorcycling no matter what,’’ 
he says. “What we are trying to do is 
reach an older group. We’ll have cycle 
hikes on weekends, and choose an inter- 
esting place as the goal, We plan to do

such things as starting out in the morn- 
ing and heading for some out-of-the- way 
restaurant for lunch or possibly going to 
an interesting tourist attraction as our 
goal, This won't be a highly organized 
club — just an informal get-together for 
people who like to go riding. We plan to 
have some competitions of the short en- 
durance type, I can't take the credit for 
this idea — one of the guys in Oxnard 
who’s a professional racer thought of it, 
but I'm behind ita hundred percent, When 
we're ready to begin, we'll use publicity 
over the two leading county radio sta- 
tions, 

The belief that there's a lot of cycling 
to please every age group has motivated 
many of Wiley's activities, In addition to 
working with clubs and individuals during 
the week, Mr. Wiley enjoys weekend 
*Busman's holidays." He and his wife 
take their bikes up to the hills for riding, 
«Sometimes we see as many as a hundred 
people up there riding. This isn't an or- 
ganized thing, it just happens, Perhaps 
that’s part of what makes it so much fun. 

Partly because of his interest in 
motorcycling as both business and plea- 
sure, Wiley's employees are enthusiastic 
in beginning new projects, One such 
project was a display on the showroom 
floor, putting a motorcycle in a natural 
setting of driftwood and shrubbery. The 
bike is angled as if it were inaction. The 
total display is interesting and attractive, 
drawing many comments from customers, 

Another idea was the advertising motto 
**Honda Good Guys." ‘“We started it in 
our radio spots,’ says Wiley, ‘“The idea 
behind it was the idea some people have 
that anyone who likes motorcycles is a 
devil with invisible horns and tail, I don’t 
really remember how the motto came up 
— it just happened, and we started calling 
ourselves the good guys. The idea caught 
on and now everybody in the area is 
familiar with the motto," 

John Wiley is one of those people 
whose work and fun both involve motor- 
cycles, His keen interest in anything to 
do with cycling has made him and his 
business a focal point for people in the 
area who share that interest. His various 
activities aimed toward making motor- 
cycling even more popular andgenerally 
accepted make him a real ambassador 
of goodwill’ for motorcycling both as 
competitive sport and as recreation.

After the trophy presenta- 
tion Sunday night, Dr, B,J, Eaton, a 
practicing hypnotist from Bakersfield, 
demonstrated his professional skill, 
Asking for volunteers from the audience, 
he hypnotized four subjects so com- 
pletely that he had them believing all 
sorts of fantastic things, much to the 
delight of the audience, 

In the past, the Pine Cone Tour has 
ended in Carson City, Nevada, but many 
riders felt that Nevada was too far to 
travel, so the destination was changed to 
Democrat Hot Springs this year, It seems

to have been a good choice, for this 
year's run drew 452 paid entries, about 
100 more than Carson City usually drew. 
Chuck and Kitty Worthington, proprietors 
of the resort, did their best to make the 
road riders welcome. I hope 
Pine Cone ‘69 will be held at Democrat 
Hot Springs also, Pd like to take my 
family; the kids would have a ball 
swimming in that river, 

A special note of appreciation to Bill 
“Big Daddy’ Miller: He works like a 
dog on these RRC Tours. With sweat 
dripping off his brow and lines of fatigue 
on his face, he took the trouble to sit 
down with your reporter after the trophy 
presentation Sunday night and write up a 
list of the trophy winners. 

Here’s hoping Big Daddy doesn’t get 
fed-up some day and quit. It would take 
two or three good men to replace him, 

Early Monday morning the rooster’s 
crow was answered by the sound of big 
twins, as the riders packed up and head- 
ed for home to await Pine Cone ‘69,

100cc Grand 
Prix coming up

Because of theincreasing popularity of 
the 100cc motorcycle for TT racing, and 
because the allotted time on most club 
programs is dominated by the bigger 
classes, The Experts Motorcycle Club 
of San Diego, Cal. decided to use their 
September racing dates at Southbay 
Speedway (formerly Mesa) for the ex- 
clusive use of the little machines. As 
enthusiasm for the event, scheduled for 
September 21 and 22, mounts, the Ex- 
perts M.C, have gone all out, purchasing 
huge trophies and billing the event as 
the **100cc Gran Prix.”

Classes will be divided into four cate- 
gories; Powder Puff, Novice, Amateur 
and Expert, With entries coming infrom 
all over the Southwest, the event is 
rapidly taking on the characteristics of 
a championship affair, Any rider who 
can capture one of the elaborate, 4-foot- 
tall trophies can honestly lay claim to 
the championship of the 100cc class in 
which he excels, 

Races will NOT be the usual 3- to 5- 
lap warm-ups ordinarily allotted to the 
little bikes, but real man-sized events 
that will separate the riders from the 
ribbon clerks. The shortest race of the 
meet will be the 25-lap Powder Puff 
bash which on the 8/10-mile Southbay 
TT course figures out to 20 miles, Can 
you hack it, girls? 

Novices will go 36 miles (45 laps) and 
should draw the best of the first-year 
riders such as the ‘‘Pride of Las 
Vegas," 13-year-old Mike North and the 
‘Dehesa Dynamo,” Earl Roloff Jr. Ama- 
teurs will be routed over 50 laps (40 
miles) and the Experts will be pittedina 
rugged 56-miles (70-lap) event. 

The track will be open from 11;00a.m, 
Saturday for the whole day of practice 
and races will start at 11:00 a,m, Sun- 
day, so no one will be able to say that 
they didn't have any riding time. To get 
to Southbay Speedway, take Interstate 5 
to the Main St, turnoff, south of Chula 
Vista, It will be limed from there, There 
are no facilities for food or drinks, so 
bring your own, but there is ample space 
for overnight camping on Saturday night. 

The Experts M,C. have put a lot of 
time and money into this day for the 
little bikes, and if it is successful it will 
be an annual affair, a kind of 100cc 
World Series of motorcycle racing. For 
further information or application blanks 
write to Experts M.C., 215 Paden Dr., 
Spring Valley, Calif.

A ready to go 100cc scrambler with all 
the goodies for under $500.00? yes, Mr, 
Bulto of Bultaco has done it again! The 
Lobito scrambler comes with frontforks 
that deliver approximately 4 and 1/2 
inches of travel, adjustable rear shocks, 
upswept pipe, 24mm IRZ carburetor, 9 
inches of ground clearance, and an en- 
gine thats rated at 14,5 bhp at 9000 rpm, 

The Little Wolf's engine started life a 
few years ago as a 175cc rig, was then 
decreased to a 125cc, and then back up to 
an honest 250cc. The engine that is now 
used in the Lobito, incorporates the 
same transmission shafts and gears that 
are in the 125cc and 200cc Sherpa 
Scramblers. This should prove to be an 
almost indestructible transmission for 
the 100cc Lobito. The crankshaft main 
bearings, engine cases, and gearbox 
support bearings are also the same as 
its big brothers, The silicon alloy piston 
is a great improvement from the trail 
and street version of the Lobito, 

Without checking the tightness of any 
bolts or nuts, we proceeded to take our 
brand new test bike through its paces out 
in the California desert after approxi- 
mately two hours of fairly easy and en- 
joyable riding weneglected to report that 
the front fender had fallen off without 
even noticing it until our return tocamp, 
This was most certainly our oversight as 
we should have checked the bike over 
before taking off. The fenders are beau- 
tiful polished jobs that do the job of keep- 
ing unwanted dirt or mud off the engine 
and the back and face of the rider. 





BUL LOBITO SCRAMBLER TEST 
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With the number of miles that we put 
on our test bike we must state that the 
engine and transmission worked beauti- 
fully all through the test and these were 
break-in miles at that, 

With the potential hop-up procedures 
that are possible on the Little Wolf it 
could be an extremely hard machine to 
catch in its class and most assuredly 
should be reliable, At a price that is 
very close to that of most of the strictly 
trailbike machines available this makes 
the Lobito K100 Scrambler a very good 
investment.

«Giant Eater’? Kawasaki digested a Har- 
ley-Davidson that trailed the winner’s 
11.39 second E.T., with a 11,58 sprint,
